Thomas agreed to bring together a number 
of wealthy citizens who might be in- 
duced to take a hand in the enter- 
prise. As a result Messrs. Lyman J. 
Gage, J. H. McVicker, Col. John C. Bundy, 


and the Rev. Dr. Thomas met in Mr. Me- 


Vicker’s office Feb. 5 to listen to Harkins’ 
statement, but none of the gentlemen seemed 
to have deemed it a good investment and the 
meeting adjourned. Neither of the gentlemen 
has since heard a word concerning Harkins 
except Col. Bundy, who was interested 
through his acquaintance with Mr. Drury. 

But Mr. Harkins found others willing to 
accept places upon the Board of Directors, and 
June 24 the Chicago Polytechnic Institute was 
organized with the following Board of 
Directors: 

The Rev. C. G. Trusdell, President; Allen T. 
Lege, Secretary; J. A. Haymann, Treasurer; 
Charles P. Pruyn, W. 8. Hawks, F. W. Harkins, 


‘William Drury, the Rev. C. C. Willett, and Ida I. 


Cook. 

There were present at this meeting only 
Messrs. Harkins, Haymann, Legg, Hawks, 
and Pruyn. The Rev. Dr. Trusdell does not 
know Harkins and was out of the city at the 
time. On his return he presented his resig- 
nation as a member of the board and de- 
manded its immediate and unconditional ac- 
septance. Allen T. Legg is a real-estate deal- 
er, and never heard of Harkins until his friend 
Mr. Haymann requested him to go on the 
board. He consented on the condition that it 
shouid take up none of his time and be purely 
honorary. Mr. Haymann is Assistant Cashier 
of the Fort Dearborn National Bank and has 
known Harkins for years. He was asked 


about Drury’s connection with the school and 


declared that he had never heard of Drury, 
and was surprised when showk Drury’s name 
as adirector. The Rev. Mr. Willett is alsoa 
personal friend of Harkins, and Ida I. Cook is 
a cousin of Harkins’ wife. 

Founding the Polytechnic, 

The directory has,held no meetings since. 
There were no funds to take charge of and 
hence no responsibilities. Harkins was 
elected superintendent and given full execu- 
tive powers, he agreeing to furnish all the 
money for the enterprise and to be responsible 
for all its liabilities. Then Superintendent 
Harkins went ahead and organized the school. 
The school opened Sept. 2. Harkins had 
made arrangements with William C. Rider, 
who had a school in shorthand and 
typewriting, to transport his school from the 
West Side to the Polytechnic. 

Mr. Rider’s department is flourishing, and 
has competent instructors. The other de- 
partments have not started out so well. 

Harkins’ arrangements with his other in- 
structors were on the basis of a division of the 
tuition fees, the instructor to receive half. The 
department of millinery and embroid- 
as an example, has but two 
pupils, and ‘the instructor, Miss Delaney, 
acknowledges that from a financial point of 


view it is not as yet a success. 


Miss Emma C. Sickles, the director of the 
Department of Domestic Economy, and a 
woman of acknowledged ability in that field 
of professional work, has resigned, and last 
week replevied some furniture in Harkins’ 


possession.

FARMER WILSON’S DODGE. 


FISHING AT SPRINGFIELD FOR THE 
INDORSEMENT OF THE F. Mu. n. A. 


He Also Would Like to Be President of the 


State Organization—Trying to Fool the 
Members—How the Would-Be Treasurer 
Failed Recently at Mattoon — Today's 
Convention May Be Lively—The Alleged 
Farmer Meeting with Sturdy Opposi- 
tion, a 

SPRINGFIELD, III., Oct. . [Special.] With 
shameless effrontery Edward S. Wilson, Dem- 
ocratic candidate for State Treasurer, is here 
endeavoring to debauch the Farmers’ Mutual 
Benefit Association of Illinois into an indorse- 
ment of himself, Mr. Wilson is no novice in 
this sort of business. Refused admittance into 
the F. M. B. A. in Richland County, he man- 
aged to get a charter for a new lodge. Under 
this dispensation 100 Democrats living in and 
around Olney effected an organization, and 
Mr. Wilson crept into the order by a sneak 
under the canvas, This is the way he broke 
into the alliance. Now that he is a member he 
proposes to divert the purposes of the organ- 
ization into an indorsement of his own candi- 
dacy. Mr. Wilson has for many months bur- 
rowed among the members of the alliance, 
working like a mole. He is endeavoring to be 
elected to a position where he can finger the 
funds of a State. 

Mr. Wilson loves to handle money, particu- 
larly the money of a county. He had ex- 
perience of this kind thirty years ago, when 
he acted as Deputy Treasurer of Crawford 
County and, according to the statement of the 


Treasurer, Mr. Samson Taylor, he “shaved” 


warrants with the moneys of the county, hold- 
ing out 25 cents on the dollar for his per- 
centage. | 

A country lawyer with a liking for suits 
brought to recover damages for torts, a man 
who was by the Supreme Court of the State 
of Illinois declared to be guilty of a fraud on 
his own neighbors and fellow-townsmen, is 
the choice of the Democratic party for State 
Treasurer—made, it is said, on the intimation 
of ex-Gov.

Mr. Wilson is here and makes violent ap- 
peals for help. “If I don’t get indorsed,” he 
says, by the F. M. B. A. that fellow in Chi- 
cago will be elected. 

Has His Heelers There. 

This is the annual meeting of the State As- 
sembly of the F. M. B. A., and temorrow it 
will elect its officers for the ensuing year. Mr. 
Wilson is bringing his heelers here in droves 
to stand around the hotels and “yawp” 
his praises. He will have the town 
filled with them tomorrow. He 
thinks tonight he cannot get a 
straightout indorsement, but has hit on a 
happy scheme which he believes will be of 
great benefit to his candidacy. He is labor- 
ing now to secure the Presidency of the or- 
ganization, an office held at present by the 
Hon, Cicero J, Lindley, who has accepted a 
nomination for Congress in the Eighteenth 
District and feels that he cannot in obedience 
to the obligations of the order be a candidato 
for renomination as President of the State 
Assembly. 

Judge Lindley, in réferring to the condition 
of the order, said tonight: The growth of 
the organization has been phenomenal. In 
the short period of time from Feb. 1 to the 


present date its membership has increased.

EXPRESS COMPANIES MAY COMBINE, 


The Adams and the United States Said to 
Be Preparing to Consolidate, 

Mitwavxer, Wis., Oct. 20.— Special. ]—-Ac- 
cording to a report received here a consolida- 
tion of the Adams and United States Express 
companies is said to have been agreed upon. 
The present capital stock of the Adams is 
$12,000,000 and of the United States $10,000,- 
000. By increasing the stock of the Adams 
company to $22,000,000 and exchanging $10,- 
000,000 of it fon the United States stock the 
consolidation is to be effected. An official of 
one of the companies, who has just returned 
from New York and Boston, learned while in 
the East that an inspection of all offices of the 
United States company by auditors of the 
Adams had been ordered.

Waldo Adams of the Adams Express refused 
to confirm or deny the reported consolidation 
of the United States and Adams Express com- 
panies. He professed surprise, but his man- 
ner, however, was such as to indicate that the 
story had more of a basis than a mere rumor. 
The other representatives of thecompanies are 
out of town, and so nothing more definite can 
be learned. 


CRITICISED THE DOMINION GOVERNMENT 


Sir Richard Cartwright’s Address on Reci- 
procity with the United States, 

Renrrew, Ont., Oct. 20.—Sir Richard Cart- 
wright discussed trade relations between Can- 
ada and the United States before a large audi- 
ence here tonight. He declared that the policy 
of the Dominion Government in this matter 
had been vacillating and puerile. He dwelt 
upon the importance of the United States be- 
ing the natural market for most of Canada’s 
products and upbraided the Government for 
its dereliction of duty in not making sufficient 
effort to bring about closer trade relations 
with that country.

SCHURZ ON THE M’KINLEY BILL, 


He Calls It a Most Abominable Piece of 
Protective Legislation.” 

Bosrow, Mass., Oct. 20.—[Special.]—Carl 
Schurz addressed the members of the Massa- 
chusetts Reform Club here tonight and raked 
the McKinley Tariff bill over the coals for 
about two hours. He pronounced the meas- 
ure the most abominable piece of protective 
legislation the country has had.”

That is the case in 
every country. If the American steel men 
could get for the steel they make now the 
prices they got in 1880 they would be wealthy 
indeed.

They would lose 
much more than 500 millions by keeping 
prices to the 7 mark than by reducing them 
to correspond with the reduced rates all over 
the world caused by labor-saving inventions 
and cheapened methods of transportation. 


A DEMOCRATIC RIPPING UP OF VILAS. 

The sharpest, brightest, meatiest speech 
which has been delivered in Wisconsin during 
the present campaign was the one made Sat- 
urday night at Milwaukee by Charies W. Fel- 
ker ot Oshkosh. It was a talk by a Democrat 
to a vast audience of Democrats. It was made 
by a man who has been a leader in his party 
and has been its nominee for Congress, but 
who cannot follow it in its wicked crusade 
against the public schools, and was listened to 
by an audience made up of thousands of Wis- 
consin Democrats who love the institutions of 
their State more than they do its offices and 
are banded together in defense of the Bennett 
law. 

One of the strongest portions of the speech 
was that in which he ripped up Col. Vilas and 
exposed his double attack on the public 
schools, by the perversion of the public funds 
for the support of sectarian schoolsand by the 

expulsion of the language of the country. It 

was supposed when Col. Vilasspoke of those 
‘conscientious citizens [who run dogmatic 
** schools] who put their hands down into their 
„on pockets when they ought to be in the 
* State Treasury, that, while he expressed the 
wish of the Roman Catholics to have their 
sectarian schools supported at the public ex- 
pense and his sympathy with them, there was 
no great danger of this misuse of public 
funds because the Constitution forbade it. 
But it appears from the statements of Mr. 
Felker that there is imminent danger. When 
the Constitution of Wisconsin was framed no 
one imagined the day would ever come 
when the demand would be made that money 
raised by public taxation should be used for 
the teaching of sectarian dogmas. Hence 
there is an absence of those safeguards which 
are found in the organic law of other States. 
Said Mr. Felker. 

Let me call your attention to the flimsy protec- 


tion that is afforded the common school by the 


Constitution of Wisconsin. We have always felt 
secure in the common schools in this State. It 
passed without saying that they were protected by 
the Constitution, but did you ever read the 
clause? The Constitution declares, after reciting 
that certain funds shall constitute the school 
fund of this State, and that principally of land 
which we derive from the Government, the com- 
mon heritage of all American citizens, that the 
interest upon these funds shall be exclusively ap- 
plied to the support and maintenance of common 
schools and the purchasing of libraries and ap- 
paratus therefor. It does not define what the 
common school is. Col. Vilas, that able and ac- 
complished orator, whose rhetoric and elo- 
quence gild and paint the blunt falsehoods of the 
enemies of the common school in this campaign, 
knew that proxision in the Constitution, and knew 
that if he co have a Legislature elected that 
would elect him United States Senator, all that 
Legislature had to do was to declare every Catho- 
lic parochial school a common school and then 
their hands would be in the public treasury. 
Gentlemen, it was an incidental remark thrown 
in there, but from the way it was thrown in it is 
entitled to the greatest weight. You will feel, 
gentlemen, if Col. Vilas and his servile allies ever 
get control of that Legislature, that while the 
voice of Col. Vilas may sound to you from this 
platform as the voice of Jacob, yet the hand will 
be the hand of Esau. 

So it appears that if the Democrats carry 
the State and elect the buffoon Governor and 
a repeal Legislature a law can be passed by 
which the expenses of all the Roman parochial 
schools can be defrayed out of public school 
funds, and it will be useless to try to attack 
the constitutionality of the measure. Should 
such a law pass the Roman Catholic priests 
would claim their share of the funds at once. 
The German Lutherans say now they are op- 
posed to such a diversion of school moneys, 
but neither they nor the members of any 
other denomination would refuse their share 
if the law gave it to them. The effort of va- 
rious churches to force children into their 
own schools would be redoubled and the pub- 
lic-school system would be smashed to pieves. 

Mr. Felker is equally emphatic on the sub- 
ject of Col. Vilas’ hostility to the teaching of 
English. That individual has declared that 
his objection to the Bennett law is based on the 
section which provides that every school must 
teach reading, writing, and United States 
history in the English language. Says Mr. 
Felker: 

Has it got to be acrime in this country; are 
men to be derided, ridiculed, and pronounced 
renegades because they advocate learning to read, 
learning to write, learning to recite a little arith- 
metic, and to read the history of their country in 
the language of the country? If that be true, 
then I know of one of the most powerful nations 
in the world whose ruler has immediate use for 
Col. Vilas, and that is the plucky, brave young 
Emperor of Germany. There education is com- 
pulsory under a penal statute much stronger than 
ours, and all Col. Vilas has got to do is to go over 
there and with hie magnificent rhetoric and 
splendid eloquence convince the brave, intelli- 
gent, and learned people that it is a crime in Ger- 
many to compel the people to learn the German 
language. 


The German Lutherans ought to appreciate 
this last hit. These Democrats of American 
birth who have joined in this crusade to drive 
the English language from the schools may 
read with profit the following biting words: 

Is it an attack upon the common schools for 
the Legislature of the State of Wisconsin to say 
that four simple, elementary branches of learning 
shall be taught in the English language? If it be 
true that it is an insult to the Lutheran private 
school or to the Catholic parochial school, then 
it is an insult to those schools for Col. 
Vilas to ‘address a Lutheran or a Ger- 
man Catholic in the English language. If 
it be an insult to the people of this country of 
any nationality to say that the language in which 
our court records are kept, in which all processes 
and writs are issued, in which 


try and to obey them must learn, then it is an in- 
sult for Mr. Vilas to stand up in the street and 
hold a conversation in the English language. 


Then, after having’ pointed out what these 
so-called Democrats are trying to do, Mr.

FOLLY TO ABOLISH THE NATIONAL BANKS. 

The old Greenback cranks are working to 
secure from the Farmers’ Alliance Associa- 
tions an indorsement of their pet scheme for 
the destruction of the National banking sys- 
tem. They are not content with demanding 
that the National bank circulation be retired. 
If they stopped there it would not need to 
raise an issue with them, as the banks are 
working that change themselves without wait- 
ing for a command by Congress to do so. The 
circulation is already reduced well towards 
the lowest point at present permitted by law, 
the banks in many other places having fol- 
lowed the example of those in Chicago, 
which content themselves with the 9 
per cent allowed on the $25,000 which 
each is obliged to deposit with 
the Treasury as a pledge that it will perform 
its promises to pay. They would welcome the 
passage of a measure such as has been pro- 
posed for cutting down the minimum of that 
deposit to $5,000 or even $1,000, so that they 
could surrender to the Government the 
bonds which are now lying idle. They could 
use the capital to much better advantage and 
.without the least impairment of their ability 
to meet all obligations to depositors. Indeed, 
the taking of some such step will soon be an 
imperative necessity, All the remainder of 
the 44¢ per cents must be surrendered within 
a year. 

The attack on the National banks is not only 
against reason but against the highest inter- 
pretation of the law of the land. More than 
twenty years ago the Supreme Court of the 
United States held that they are constitution 
al, being established as agents for aiding the 
Government in maintaining its credit, by sell- 
ing its bonds, and promoting the public wel- 
fare, ete. That raling stands good today, 
nothing having occurred to weaken the posi- 
tion of the banks under it. They are still 
holding the bonds of the Government, and if 
not holding so many of them as in the first 
few years after the close of the war so much 
the better for the people, the cranks included, 
who have to pay taxes to meet the interest and 
principal on the bonds as they become due. 
It will be well for all concerned that the 
amount of aid thus given in maintaining the 
National credit should be further minimized, 
and it can be done without impairing the 
validity of the compact. The rule would hold 
equally good with an obligation of 1 per cent 
as with one amounting to $99 in every hun- 
dred. 

But the abolition of the banks | themselves 
would be a highly disastrous act for the coun- 
try, and it is strange the farmers cannot see 
this for themselves, Supposing the bank cur- 
rency to be unnecessary. That does not by 
any means carry withit the admission that 
the banks could be dispensed with. They are 
engaged in the highly useful work of gather- 
ing up the idle surplus cash and credits of the 
people and lending the same out where it is 
wanted to do the most good in fostering trade 
and promoting the business of the agricultur- 
ist. And the aid they give in this direction 
has increased in proportion to the wealth and 
industrial activities of the people, while the 
volume of their note circulation has steadily 
diminished. In the fall of 1880 there were 
2,000 of these banks, with a cash capital and 
surplus of $624,000,000, deposits of $888,000,000, 
and loans amounting to $1,041,000,000. Now 
the number of banks is nearly 3,400, The 
capital and surplus amount to $900,000,000, 
the deposits to about $1,600,000,000, and the 
loans considerably exceed $1,800,000,000. 

By far the greater part of this volume of 
money is loaned for the purpose of moving the 
produce of farmers to a market and aiding 
them to supply their needs. They are the 
basis on which work the buyers of grain, pork, 
beef, dairy produce, and live stock in the 
country, and the merchants and manufactur- 
ers who supply the farmers with the goods 
they buy out of the proceeds of their sales. 
Even the money which is loaned for the: car- 
rying of railroad stocks conduces to the same 
great end, as it represents the amounts ex- 
pended in the construction and equipment of 
the roads which connect the farmers with the 
great world of commerce outside their farms. 
And it is a matter of lesser moment that in the 
transactions between the farmer and the va- 
rious merchants with whom he deals there 
should be a certain number of bank notes or 
silver dollars, as the greater part of the ex- 
changes are effected by means of checks. But 
the capital must be behind the business or it 
could not be done. Without capital modern 
commerce would be impossible. The 1,800 
millions of loans made by the National banks 
is the basis of nearly all, as the minor bariks 
in the country, which are nominally inde- 
pendent of the National system, actually de- 
pend upon it for both credits and clearings. 
Diminish that capital and you correspond- 
ingly cut down the volume of business, caus- 
ing toshrink in at least as great a ratio the 
ability of the buyer to pay for the grain and 
other produce of the farmer, and of the mer- 
chants to supply the needs of his farm and its 
home nucleus, 

It is difficult tosay, in case these banks 
were abolished, what would be done by the 
several millions of men Who owe them money 
on which they. are conducting business to the 
benefit of the community. The farmer him- 
self would be embarrassed as badly as any 
one else. Several hundreds of thousands of 
his class are depositors in these institutions, 
while the comparatively few transact business 
with the small country banks, which are not 
so secure, as many a farmer has found to his 
cost. The destruction of the Nationa! banks 
would be a National calamity. The trans- 
fer of ou ing obligations on both sides 
would be attended with a vast loss of busi- 
ness and of confidence, as well as time, and 
the result of it all must be a settling down to 
a far less secure and satisfactory condition 
than the one now existing. 

The old State banks would be reproduced, 
and even if their most objectionable features 
were kept in the background there would still 
be the commercial drag due to the fact of 
operating under the diversities and disagree- 
ments of forty-two different sets of State 
laws. In busy times the banks east of the 
Alleghanies now aid those further west to an 
extent that may be measured by as much as 
$600,000,000 or $700,000,000 in moving prod- 
uce to market and carrying back towards the 
farm its commercial equivalen They can 
do that safely and easily because of the unity 
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qould vanish with the introduction of the 


change advocated by the erazy Greenbackers. 
The prices received by them for their produce 


would inevitably shrink with the facilities for 


the interchange of capital responsibilities, 
and the whole West be relegated to the bad 
and defective old-fashionéd modes of transfer 
of ownership with modern methods of trans- 
portation, shorn of much of their efficiency 
because hampered by the slowness of the 
other part in the transaction, which would 
seem like a going back far towards the dark 
ages. In asking for the abolition of the Na- 
tional banks the farmers are taking steps to- 
wards committing commercial suicide, as 
they might easily see if they would study the 
matter for themselves instead of leaving 
their thinking to be done by a lot of place- 
hunting, addle-headed politicians who have 
not an A B C acquaintance with the science of 
political economy.

Mayor Cregier is reported to have said to 
his audience at Battery D last Saturday nicht: 
Ses to it that every man nominated for the 


„% Legislature is elected. Never mind who the 


“man may be. If he is loyal to the party he 
„will vote for Democratic principles. This 
is language so strong that it stinks, especially 
coming from a man who during the greater part 
of his adult life acted with the Republicans and 
subscribed to their code of principles, and be- 
came a “ pervert” only a short time before 
his election as Mayor because attracted by 
the smell of the loaves and fishes. It is a 
declaration which cannot but astonish and 
cause pain to the six or seven thousand Re- 
publicans who cast their votes for him for May- 
or of this city under the impression that they 
voted fora man who would rise superior to 
the cry of party politics and give them an ad- 
ministration working for the best good of the 
city asa whole. It is the kind of advice that 
one might expect to hear from the mouth of 
a gambler or tough or other bad character, 
but hardly from the lips of a Mayor or one 
professing to be respectable, no matter to 
what party he might belong. Itis advice the 
following of which would be voting for a grad- 
uate of the penitentiary, if sucha being were 
running for office, or for a known boodler, 
or for a candidate for the high honor of 
wearing the stripes in the cells at Joliet at 
some time in the future. It is advice so 
wrong and mischievous that even the evening 
edition of the Herald, though a leading Dem- 
ocratic light, repudiates it in toto and says 
plainly : 

Such an omnibus indorsement does no credit to 
the indorser and will not help the indorsees. No 
self-respecting Democrat will see to it that he 
votes for Sol Van Praag, *“‘Bull” Burke, or 
Mike“ McInerney, who are not “loyal to the 
party” and will not vote for Democratic prin- 
ciples,” They know no more about principles 
than does Ab Taylor or Jack Yattaw andare loyal 
to nobody except to the criminal classes that pro- 
cured their nomination. Itis no part of Mayor 
Cregier’s duty, either as a Mayor or a Democratic 


leader, to go abroad “‘capping”’ for such men as 
these. 


The most charitable conclusion to which 
the Mayor’s friends can come in the matter is 
that he was “carried away by the enthusiasm 
of the moment,” and said something he re- 
gretted as soon as uttered. But he has not 
taken it back, and till he does must be held 
responsible for the use of advice of which an 
average saloonkeeper might well be ashamed. 
And yet, unless the mass of the Democrats 
accept such evil advice and act on it, what 
chance have Lawler et al. on their ticket-of an 
election? They must go it blind or scratch 
off a majority of the names on their ticket as 
utterly unfit for a decent man to support. 


“ORIGINAL PACKAGES” AGAIN. 

The subject of original packages” of 
liquor, of which little has been heard since 
the passage of the act of Congress giving the 
States power to legislate concerning them, 
has been brought back suddenly to public at- 
tention by the decision of two United States 
District Judges to the effect that, notwith- 
standing that act, the prohibitory law of Kan- 
sas is inoperative as far as these packages are 
concerned, A local Judge has given a de- 
cision to the same effect in Iowa, and similar 
rulings may be looked for in the Dakotas. As 
might. be expected, the Prohibitionists are dis- 
satisfied, and are speaking with great harsh- 
ness regarding the action of these Judges. 

The reader will understand these decisions 
better if his memory is refreshed concerning 
the controversy. Congress having passed the 
Inter-State Commerce act several years ago, 
and thus assumed a direct control over com- 
merce between the States under the constitu- 
tional authority it had had always, but had 
never before exercised, suits were brought by 
brewers and others to test the constitutionality 
of those provisions of the prohibition laws of 
different States which declared that there 
should be no shipments of liquors to its citi- 
zens from other States. The Supreme Court 
heldin an opinion written by the late Mr. 
Justice Miller that these provisions were un- 
coastitutional. because they interfered with 
commerce between the States. That decison 
must be admitted to be sound. Had the 
power of the State been held to be ‘greater 
than the power over commerce of the Nation- 
al Government the constitutional provision 
would have been nullified. 

But the court, while setting aside these 
State laws, said that Congress could, if it saw 
fit, waive its rights and permit these original 
packages to be dealt with by the police power 
of the State. Congress was willing to do this, 
and, after giving the subject special attention, 
passed a law, drafted with great care, which 
applies to liquors alone, and which cannot be 
construed as diminishing the power of the 
General Government over any other article 
which may be the subject of inter-State com- 
merce. 

In the course of time the liquor men raised 
the point that the State laws against original 
packages had ceased to exist. Their conten- 
tion was that when the Supreme Court de- 
clared them unconstitutional they were wiped 
off the statute books, and that no act of Con- 
gress could revive them, but new ones would 
have to be passed. It was claimed, on the 
other hand, that the operation of these special 
provisions was merely suspended by the ac- 
tion of the Supreme Court, and that the act of 
Congress had revived them and made them 
effective. Thus far the decisions of the Judges 
have been in favor of the first of these 
opinions. 

‘What course is open to the people of Kan- 
sas and other States who want to stop the sale 
of liquor in original packages? There are two 
things they can do. The first and simplest is 
to have the old laws reénacted by the next 
Legislature. With the exception of Iowa 
every prohibition State will elect its Legisla- 
ture next month to meet in January. The 
voters have the decisions of the courts before 
them. They know what the issueis. They 
can choose Senators and Representatives who 
will reénact the old laws or decline to take 
action on the subject—whichever their con- 
stituents direct. = 

Or if it is deemed better the decision of the 
United States District Court can be appealed 
from, and the Supreme Court asked to say 
whether the act of Congress is retroactive or 
applies only to State laws to be passed there- 
after. One objection to this is that it may 
take one or more years before an answer is 
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of disposing of it. i 

Gov. Boies of Iowa is quoted as saying he 
did not think the original-package dealers 
could afford to open relying on the Kansas de- 
cision. They would undoubtedly be prose- 
cuted in the State courts, and each individual 
case might have to be appealed to the United 
States Supreme Court and a decision would 
not be reached for three or more years. 


MORE MARKETS FOR OUR SURPLUSES. 
At a recent annual meeting of the Washing- 
ton County (R. I.) Agricultural Society Presi- 
dent Rowland Hazard delivered an address 
showing the absolute necessity of finding ad- 
ditional outlets for the surplus production of 
the United States. He gave the figures justi- 
fying the statement that for the last three 
years agricultural products have been a little 
more than 78 per cent of our total exports, 
while we do not raise enough wool for our 
own clothing nor supply our own consump- 
tion of silk or linen. The exports of wheat in 
1887 amounted to 28 per cent of the total pro- 
duction, of cotton 69 per cent, of tobacco 5236, 
and of cheese 20.2 per cent; but of 
the total value of the output (farm value) 
of $3,727,218,904 only 8874, 0,603, or a 
fraction over 10 per cent, was -exported. 
But of course fully two-fifths of this 
gross production were consumed by the farm- 


ers themselves. Of the remaining $2,000,000,- |- 


000 1,600 millions were consumed by the 
American urban population called the home 
market. Hazard’s argument was that we 
are bound by every inducement, both of inter- 
est and of justice, to see to it that this, the 
most important of our National industries, 
shall be carried on under the most favorable 
conditions.” But we are already producing 
far more of leading articles than we consume, 
and at times find it difficult to place the export 
surplus without depressing prices at home to 
near the starvation poiat for the producer, it 
may be intimated to Mr. Hazard that the best 
and most favorable conditions would be an ex- 
tension of our foreign markets for the surplus. 
It would seem to be of comparatively little 
use to show the farmers of the United States 
how they may greatly increase their produc- 
tion by the use of the most approved methods 
of cultivation without indicating a way 
in which the surplus may be disposed of. 
Give them the stimulus of broader markets 
and they would be quick to grasp the advan- 
tages that modern science has placed within 
their reach but which they are slow to appre- 
ciate in the absence of a sufficient inducemert 
to do so. The opening up of the countries 
of tropical and inter-tropical America to free 
admission by reciprocity arrangements for 
trade would furnish us just such an outlet, 
and that with no disadvantage to the buyers, 
since they would simply take from us in ex- 
change the goods they now obtain in most 
part from Europe. . , 
Tus returns by British railways for the quar- 
terending with last month show a gain of 
about 5 per cent in gross earnings over the 
corresponding time last year. This shows a 
steadily increasing traffic, and a growing pros- 
perity which must be gratifying to the stock- 
holders, though prospects for the future are 
noted as being imperiled by the labor disturb- 
ances, the recent ones having been mostly of a 
character that interferes more or less with 
railroad traffic. A feature of the business that 
will interest many American readers is the fact 
that the passenger business contributes 51 per 
cent of the total receipts of the British 
companies, while in this country it 
forms but 25 per cent of the total. 
This difference partly arises from the 
circumstances that what would here be 
called local traffic constitutes the great bulk 
of the freight business on the lines of the 
United Kingdom, There is little or none of 
the through freighting which has been the 
oocasion ofso much demoralizing competi- 
tion among the railroads of the United 
States. Hence a steadiness of rates which is 
unknown in this country. It is noted, too, 
that in the English system competitive build- 
ing is extinct and the process of consolidation 
is practically completed, so that the future of 
the business can be counted on much more 
confidently than is possible here, always ex- 
cepting the dependence of the whole upon the 
labor question, which looks to some as if it is 
on the eve of the most froublous times ever 
experienced either by employers or employed. 


In Nature of Oct. 2 J. S. Stuart Glennie 
says our first historical knowledge of the 
Aryan family is of two widely separated cen- 
ters, Transoxiana and Thrace, forming, re- 
spectively, the centers of dispersion for the 
Eastern and Western Aryans—that is, those 
whose successors speak the languages classed 
as Indo-European.

He thinks 
it highly probable that these and other 
white races which might appropriately be 
called Archean (old) met and mingled 
from time immemorial in the steppes of South 
Russia. Hence he thinks the facts known 
point to the last-named region as the original 
home of the Aryan family, and possibly also 
of the Semitic tribes. It may be interesting 
to note that this theory lends support to the 
speculation, formulated by Warren a few 
years ago, that the human race originated at 
the North Pole, and from that as a center 
spread out to every part of the globe that has 
been inhabited by man.

WHAT GEM LOGAN REALLY DID. 


True Version of the Soldier’s Part in the 
Battle of Nashville. 

A Pittsburg paper is credited with giving a 
new version of the part Gen. Logan played in 
the engagement between the armies of Thomas 
and Hood. Butler is said to have stated 
that Gen. saw Gen. Thomas, saw his 
principal officers and his army, saw the situa- 
tion and preparations for operation.

OCEAN STEAMERS ENCOUNTER A 
ROARING HURRICANE, 


of 
Many Vessels Overduc—Exciting Experi- 


ence of the People Aboard the Minola 
Amount of Personal Property on Which 
the Vanderbilts and Jay Gould Pay 
Taxes in New York-—-Two Young Women 
Sent Home from a Ball Because Their 
Dresses Were Cut Tod Low in the Neck.

WHY AUSTRIA IS ANGRY. 


The Pearl Button Industry Revived by the 
Tariff Bill. 

American Economist: The new Tariff bill 
has resurrected the pearl button industry in the 
United States andthe entire supply of pearl but- 
tons for this country will hereafter come from 
home factories. 

The decline of this industry in America after 
the reduction of the tariff in 1883 was sudden and 
sweeping. Its revival under the new bill prom- 
ises to be just as sudden, and in a very few months 
itis predicted it will be on a firmer basis than it 
ever was before. The factories that are 
now in operation cannot begin to 
get as many workmen as they want, 
notwithstanding the fact that firms have been ad- 
vertising for men for weeks. Several manufact- 
urers have already advanced the wages of their 
men. One of the first rms in Philadelphia to in- 
crease wages was that of Lazarus, Swartz & Lap- 
per, proprietors of the Bidde Button Works. The 
made a new sc ulé of wages last Saturday, al- 
lowing an increase of from 15 to 20 per cent, which 
went into effect last Monday. Isaac A. Swartz of 

this firm, in 2 of the past and future of

“The new noite bill has increased the duty on 
pearl buttons about 100 per cent, which is practi- 
cally prohibitory, but places the manufacturers of 
this country in a better position than they have 
ever been. We have been enabled by the increase. 


of duty to advance tho wages of our men from 15 


to 20 per cent. This means that men who have 

earning from $12 to $15 per week will in the 
future earn from $15 to $25 per week. It means 
even more than that, for all the pear! buttons that 
are made in this panty from now on will be made 
here, and that means the starting of new factories 
and the giving of employment of 2,500 or 3,000 
men.’ 

Several thousand workmen were employed some 
— ago in the twenty-one pearl button mant- 

ctories of Age pote with good wages and steady 
employment. 2 reduced the duty on for- 
eign buttons, and the result was that three- 
fourths of the factories were closed, while wages 
were reducedin those that remained open. p- 
plication for relief was made to the Mills com- 
mittee in vain. Pearl buttons made in Austria 
flooded the market. 

The bill had scarcely been signed before the 
— 1 * factories that had n so long silent 
began to start up again. Before Christmas a 
score of factories will be in full operation, wi 
workers receiving the old time wages. 

A like improvement is expected to take place in 
the Newark thread industry. The Clark com- 
pany alone employs 5,000 hands and pays $60,000 in 
wages weekly. The protective tariff made a 
great industry of this in the United States, after 
it had been brought from Scotland, and the new 

ariff will give it protection without age — 
the price to the consumer, who now gets threa 
at one-fourth of the cost which was formerly de- 
manded for the imported article.
